‘ington last Friday night, is still at large. 
The murder wac committed on a main 
‘street, while 30,000 people were taking in 
the sights of the street fair. The crime 
grew out of a crap game, which Tolliver 
and several others were running in Tom 
Reilly's saloon. 
Gleason, with two companions, entered 


the place and in a short time had won 
over $200. Then it was discovered that the 
‘three men had used loaded dice. The men 
conducting the game became terribly en- 
raged and after forcing Gleason and his 
companions to return the money, ejected 
them from the place. Gleason was se- 
verely punished. 

About 9 o'clock that night, as Walter 
Meredith was walking along the streets, 
Gleason struck him with brass knuckles. 
Meredith was one of the men who had as- 
sisted in ejecting the trio from the saloon. 
Meredith ran to Reilly's saloon and noti- 
fied Tolliver of what had occurred. Tolll- 
ver grabbed a revolver and _ started 
search of the men. Just as Tolliver started 
into the Arcade saloon, a half block away, 
he met Glueason. Without a word both 
men leveled their revolvers and fired sim- 
ultaneously. 

Gleason's bullet struck Tolliver just be- 
low the right nipple and he fell to the side- 
walk. The bullet from Tolliver’s revolver 
missed Cleason and struck Joseph Slaw- 
‘son. a Paltimore & Ohlo Southwestern em- 
ploye, in the chest. He is still alive. 

In the exeitement that followed Gleason 
escaved. His companion, Jack Massey of 
Princeten,. Ind., was arrested as an accom- 
plice ona is now In jail.
